At the time of this marriage Lord Byron, 
whose destiny was afterwards to be inter wo- 
ven 60 closely with hers, was living in Venice, 
running the gamut of a wild licentiousness 
in that city of dissipations which astonished 
even the Venetians themselves, experts as 
they were in the evil course that he affected. 
Still dwelling with a sort of gloomy rec k less 
ness upon his separation from his wife, an 
event which had occurred three years before, 
when, in 1616, he had left Euglaud never to 
return to It again. Lord Byron, after two 
years of such a life, met the Countess Guic- 
cioli in Venice, whither she had gone with 
her husband. This was in April, 1819. The 
meeting between the two was shortly followed 
by the sudden growth of amu affection. 
We write now of facts, without weighing 
the conduct of either in 7 morality. 
Mme, Guiccioli, who was then n 
of age, especiaily felt a warm attachment for 
the handsome, erratic genius whom chance 
had thrown in her way. From the first hour 
of their acquaintance she permitted this im- 
pulse to control her, and writing long after- 
Wards of this meeting she says: “His noble 
and exquisitely beautiful countenance, the 
tone of bis voice, his manners, the thousand 
enchantments that surround him, rendered 
him so different and so superior a being to 
any whom I had hitherto seen that it was im- 
possible he should not have left the most pro- 
found impression upon me. From that eve
